Governor Dosn't Want Immediate Publicity of 
Speech Which Will Be Given New Year's 
Day.

BOSTON, Dec. 17— Gov. Curley'f 
message to the incoming Legislature 
will be given to your piecemeal 
This in spite of tine fact that Hif 
Excellency has announced that he 
will have no copies of his messagt 
for the press available for publica- 
tion before delivery. 

The law prescribes that the Legis- 
lature meet the first Wednesday In 
January, which date falls this yeai 
on New Year's day. The Legislature 
must sit on days prescribed by law, 
Sundays excepted, even if they are 
legal holidays- 

This puts the governor in an em- 
barrassing position. The nev.'spa- 
pers will not publish on New Year's 
day and, therefore, the governor wiil 
lose the immediate publicity of his 
speech, so beloved of politicians. 
I A suggestion was made to Hi^ 
Exelleney that he issue some sort 
of a resume of his address to the 
Legislature, to be released for the 
morning newspapers of Jan. I. The 
governor has decided not to do this 
for the very obvious reason that if 
his speech is printed in resumf;- 
form in the morning papers fev; 
persons v/ould care to listen to the 
speech, either in person or over the 
radio. 

"No," says the governor, "I will 
not give out advance copies of my 
speech." He then from time to time, 
LuiuKi qut.-.:)l.ioriirig proceed:; tc tRke 
up vprious important phases of his 
speech. Before Jan. 1. we believe, 
we will be able to give you the sa- j 
lient features of this address. 

Most recent pronouncement in 
connection with the Jan. 1 address 
is that Gov. Curley will aslt for a 
reduction in the rhembership of the 
Massachusetts House and Senate by 
50 per cent. He will also ask for bi- 
ennial sessions of the Legislature. 
How strange to hear such a sugges- 
tion from a Democrat. It used to be 
the Democrats who fought biennial 
se.«ions on the ground that an an 



Gov. Curley believes that these 
suggestions will save the taxpayers 
of Massachusetts one million dollars 
per annum. In order to lessen fur- 
ther department heads for reduting 
tl-iO cost of operation of their de- 
partments.

He claims 
Mansfield made election promise* 
which he knew that he would be 
financially unable to meet. 

He repeats Mansfield's charge that 
the net debt of the city increased 
under the regime of Cuiley as may- 
or of Boston by over 33 millions of 
dollars. Curley then says this bald 
statement is a dastardly attempt to 
mislead citizens. He, Curley, thf^n 
proceed-'i to show how this increase 
legitimately occurred, by issuing a 
great bond issue to caie for emer- 
gency relief, etc. i 
After defending the finances of) 
his regime as mayor. Gov. Curley j 
then proceeds to pitch into Mans- 1 
lield, stating that the only evidence i 
the public has of the Mansfield ad-| 
ministration is an increased tax rate, 
mcreased debt and increased ineffi- 
ciency.

THE MAYOR SAYS NO. 

■While Mayor Mansfield engages in 
battle with Gov. Curley he is meet- 
ing the resentment of the theater- 
loving and literary sections of the 
community. The reason, of course, is 
his flat edict that the play, "Tlie 
Children's Hour," shall not be shown 
in Boston. 

This play, as all the world knows, 
won the critical approbation of 
every reviewer when it opened In j 
New York. It has been running in j 
New York for 14 months to capacity 
houses. It has met with no opposi- 
tion in its course and was to have^ ^ 
con-ie to Boston under the auspices 
of the sedate Theater Guild and an 
allied theatrical presenting organ- 
ization, whose 5000 subscribers pre- 
sent the same type of amusement 
seeker in the realm of the drama as 
the symphony orchestra subscriber3^ 
represent in the realm of music. 

Mansfield states that as there is 
a hoinosexual motive in the play he 
wilt not permit it to be produced 
here. The play is in no manner sa- 
lacious but a profound tragedy of 
American life. This makes no dif- 
ference to the mayor, who has pvit 
his foot down. Efforts to induce the 
mayor to see the play nave been of 
no avail; he has simply made up his 
mind he won't have it and that's 
all there is to it. 

This is by no means the first' 
play or opera banned in Boston. 
O'Neil's "Strange Interlude" and 
Richard Strauss' "Salome," to take 
two for example, went under the 
ban, although the Theater Guild 
won a partial victory in presenting 
"Strange Interlude" in a nearby city, 
much to the delight of the merchant,- 
of that city, who enjoyed the pa- 
tronage of thousands, who flocked 
to see the play. 

The unfortunate part of the whole 
proceeding is that "rough stuff" gets 
by in the theaters of Boston, es- 
pecially in the burlesque houses, 
while those persons having little fi- 
nancial interest in theatrical pro 
ductions, who are toiling to bring 
to the city the best In music and 

drama, are constantly bttffeted by 
the politicians. 

CAN MANSFIELD BE OUSTED? 

Enmity towards Mansfield took its 
most concrete form when Senator 
Joseph A. Langone of iJoston iiifu 
a Senate bill aimed to oust Mans- 
field from office. The bill was filed 
only a few hours after newspapers 
had been circulated throughout the 
' city containing Curley's blast at the 
Boston mayor. 

The Langone bill calls for a spe- 
cial referendum election in Boston 
in May, at which the voters will be 
presented with the question, "Shall 
there be an election for mayor the

term of the present mayor would 
end when the new mayor is elected.

Starts Crusade to Legal 
ize Them as Relief to 
/ Realty Taxation

A group of society women, charity 
workers and civic leaders yesterday 
■ incorporated the Massachusetts 
Council for Legalizing Lotteri -., Inc.. 
with offices at 131 State street. Their 
object Is the leading of "a crusade" 
to legalize lotteries "under the laws 
of the commonwealth as a direct 
relief to re?' pstate taxation, as a 
source of revenue to the state, and 
an aid to worthy welfare organiza- 
tions." 

Led by Mrs. Oren Cheney San- 
born, president, the organization 
hopes to have an ultimate enrolment 
of 250,000. Backed by a pleasantly 
filled war chest and the. conviction 
that legalized lotteries would solv» 
many of the state's financial prob- 
lems, the group hopes to persuade 
the citizenry at large rather than 
back any specific bill In the state 
Legislature. A possible objective will 
be the calling of a .state referendum 
to vote on the questfbn. 

The formation of this organiza- 
tion and the filing of several bills 
providing for state-operated lotteries 
makes it likely that the dramatic 



fight ol last May In the Legislature 
may possibly be repeated in the 
next session. 

Despite strong opposition both m 
and out of the Legislature, the lot- 
tery bill seemed likely to become law 
last May untU Cardinal O'CormeU 
raised his voice against it. At that 
time he characterized it as a ter- 
rific source of corruption. Legislators 
previously for the bill reversed then- 
stands and two days alter the card- 
inal's statement, the bill was de- 

j fpatcd 

j At that time Cardinal O'Connell 
i said "The excuse that it would raise 
: money for the state is not a valid 
one because that could be .said of 
I anything." He declared that lotteries 
' were vorse than drink, that they 
always debauched the populace. He 
pointed to the Louisiana lottery- 
"which grew to be a flagrant scan- 
dal." 

An official of the new organlza- 
tion-which hopes to have the sup- 
port of Gov. Curley, although his 
predecessor, fon^ Gov. Ely, was 
against a state lottery-said yester- 
day that the methods employed by 
the incorporation would be educa- 
tional. She declared that if the or- 
canization, after a long and thorough 
campaign and testing of sentiment 
. was convinced that the people of 
the state did not desire a state lot- 
tery, the organization would aban- 
don its efforts. It would not back 
every bill providing for a state lot- 
tery and even might oppose those 
it thought unwise. 

'AN INSTINCTIVE TRAIT' 
The thesis of Mrs. Sanborn and 
her colleagues is founded on the 
premise that gambling is an instinc- 
tive inevitable and lasting trait ot 
mankind, comparable to drinking. 
They argue that prohibition was a 
farce and that it placed liquor in 
the hands of racketeers. The only, 
beneficiaries of man's gambling in- 
stinct now, they say, are the 
racketeers that control number 
pools, beano and other games ol 
chance. In.stead of giving criminals 
vast profits, they urge that the 
money should be turned to useful 
ends, declaring taat such legalized 
lotteries would bring Ma.ssachusetts 
charities about $7,000,000 a year, and 
the state a like sum. In addition, 
thev assert, the vast gambling pub- 
lic which will be lorever wan ua. 
wiil bo protected by honestly ad- 
mini.stered state lotteries. 

"■Wc should keep American dollars 
at home," said Mr.-i. Sanborn. "I'm 
not against the Irish Sweepstakes 
and the Canadian sweepstakes. They 
DO for fine chaitnble cau.scs. But 
Masachusetts ho-spitals are sorely^ 
pressed for money. Real estate own- 
ers are over- taxed. MilUon.s of dol- 
lars are changing hands and will 
continue to. We should face acts^ 
This is a realistic world and while 
we don't approve of trnmhiln-^ •-:« ^ 
know that it will remain here and 
we will try to systematize and con- 
trol it under government operation.

Governor Asks Inquiry on 
Buying Hospital Beds 



Gov Curley initiated another 
attack on the Mansfield administra- 
tion in Boston's City Hall, today, 
when he asked the Boston Finance 
Commission to investigate the pur- 
chases of "condemned beds" from the 
Massschusetts General Hospital by 
Mayor Mansfield's institutions corn- 
commissioner, Dr Frederic A. Wash- 
burn, for iise on Long Island. 

"Apparently nothing is too bad 
for the poorest of the poor," Gov 
Curley said, when he was informed 
today that ia October, 1934. the Insti- 
tutions Department had purchased 60 
iron beds from the Massachusetts 
General Hospital for $4 a bed and 
in October of this year had purchased 
25 more beds, "apparently the same 
kind," according to the Governor, at 
25 cents each. 

Although Gov Curley said that the 
purchase of "beds that should have 
been scrapped,'' lor tlv: poor in the 
city's care was "highly reprehensi- 
ble," he termed the "worst feature of 
the transaction" the purchase of beds 
for $4, when apparently they were 
worth, in the words of the Governor, 
"only a quarter each." 

In a letter to chairman E. Mark 
Sullivan of the Finance Commission, 
the Governor asked the Finance Com- 
mission to demand that the hospital 
rtfund immediately to the city the 
difference 'uctw-ccr. 54 ppf hod and 25 
cents a bed. 

Institutions Commissioner Wash- 
burn is a former official of the Massa- 
chusetts Genera! Hospital. 

The "communication" which prompt- 
ed the Governor's note to the Fi- 
nance Commission today was a letter 
received toda.v by Asst Sec Frank L. 
Kane from Dr U. W. Faxon, director 
of the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital. 

The letter said: 

"In reply to your telephone recjuest 
o; this afternoon, I would advise that 
in October, 1934. we sold to the city

"In October, 1935, we sold 25 more 
of these iron beds at 25 cents each, 
to the city of Boston, institutions de- 
partment.

Calls on Finance Commission 
( to Investigate Purchase from 
Mass. Gen. Hospital 



Governor James W. Curley today re- 
quested E. Mark Sullivan, chairman of 
the Boston Finance Commission, to in- 
vestigate the purchase, by the city of 
Boston, of .second-hand beds from" the 
Massachusetts General J^o.sJ>it.^l. and to 
take .steps to obtain a refuiid of f:2R to 
the city from the hospital. 

"I beg- to forward herewith a commu- 
nication received this day with reference 
to a most unusual transaction by the 
former head of the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital," the governor wrote to the 
Finance Commission ohaii-ma«. "The 
departure from the established custom of 
buying new material and the purchasing 
In this case, of second-hand material that 
evidently had been condemned, I presume 
on the theory that anything is good 
enough for the poorest of the poor 
should not bo countenanced. The real 
reprehensible feature, outside of the un- 
loading of materials that should have 
been scrapped, upon the Institutions of 
the city of Boston, lies in the fact that 
a charge of |4 was made per bed or a 
total of $240, for the same character of 
beds that were later sold for twenty- ' 
five cents to the institutions depart- ' 
ment. 

"It is clearly the duty of the Finance 
Commission to require a refund he made 
to the city of Boston of $225, which rep- 
resents the uiiTwiDr.cc in the ch^^f^** fnr 
the beds that were sold upon two "differ- 
ent ocoasioiia, and it is likewise, in my 
opinion, the duty of the Finance Com- 
mission not only to demand a refund but 
to Investisrate the condition .surroundlne 
the entire transaction."

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SOCIEH CROUP 
' FOR LOTTERIES 

Starts Crusade to Legal- 
ize Them as Relief to 
/ Realty Taxation 

A group of society women, charity 
workers and civic leaders yesterday 
incorporated the Massachusetts 
Council for Legalizing Lotteri -, Inc., 
with offices at 131 State street. Their 
object is the leading of "a crusade" 
to legalize lotteries "under, the laws 
of the commonwealth as a direct 
relief to real estate taxation, as a 
source of revenue to the state, and 
an aid tj worthy welfare organlM- 
tioiiS." 

Led by Mrs. Oren Cheney San- 
born, president, the organization 
hopes to have an ultimate enrolment 
of 250,000. Backed by a pleasantly 
filled war chest and the conviction 
that legalized lotteries would solve 
many of the states financial prob- 
lems, the group hopes to persuade 
the citiisenry at large rather than 
back any specific bill in the slate 
i Legislature. A po.s.slblc objective will 
be the enlllng of a slate referendum 
to vote on the question. 

The formal Ion of this organiza- 
tion and ilic filing of several bills 
providing for state-operated lotteries 
makes it likely that the dramatic 
fight of last May In the Legislature 
may possibly be repeated in the 
next session. 

Despite otic-.ns opr"?siiion both in 
and out of the Legislature, the lot- 
tery bill seemed likely to become law 
last May until Cardinal OConncU 
raised his voice against it. At that 
time he charact-crized it as a ter- 
rific source of corruiition. LegLsiators 
previously for the bill reversed their 
stands and two days after the card- 
inal's statement, the bill was de- 
feated. 

At that time Cardinal OConnell 
said "The excuse that it would raise 
money for the state is not a valid 
one because that could be said of 
anything." He declared that lotteries 
were wor.se than drink, thnt they 
ahvays debauched the populace. He 
pointed to the Loui-slena lottery!

'AN INSTINCTIVE TRAIT' 

The thesis of Mrs. Sanborn and 
her colleagues is founded on the 
premise that gambling is an instinc- 
tive Inevitable and lasting trait of 
mankind, comparable to drinking, 
They argue that prohibition was a 
farce and that it placed liquor in 
the hands of racketeers. The only 
bencflclarles of man's gambling in- 
stinct now, they say, are the 
racketeers that control number 
pools, brano and other games of 
chance. Instead of giving criminals' 
vast profits, they urge that the

I The Governor made public a letter 

j which Frank L. Kane, one of his 
j secretaries, had received from N. W. 
I Faxon, director of the Ma.ssachusetts 
J Genera loHspital. Tins letter read: 
I "In reply 'to your telephone request 
! of this afternoon. I would advise 
[that in October, 1934, we sold to the 
city of Boston, department of sup- 
plies, 60 iron beds at $4 each. We 
also arranged for the cartage of 
these bed.s to the wharf at a charge 
of $1 each. 

"In October, 1935, we sold 25 more 
of these iron beds at 25 cents each to 
the city of Boston, Institutions de- 
partment. Transportation for these 
beds was arranged by the city of 
Boston." 

The Governors letter to Chairman

Chri.stmas presents for 240 inmates 
in certain Massachusetts detention 
houses in the form of pardons and 
communications were the order of 
the day, as release recommendations 
were Issued on a mass production 
basis from Beacon Hill today. 

Arthur T. Lyman, Massachusetts 
Commissioner of Correction, set the 
day's high by authorizing the release 
of 200 inmates from the state farm 
at Bridgewater, most of whom were 
sent there on charges of drunken- 
ness. The release of 20 women from 
the women's prison at Sherburne 
was also recommended. 

Meanwhile the State Board of 
Parole contributed its share of 
good-cheer messages to prisoners by 
advising the release of 15 first of- 
fenders from the Concord Reforma- 
tory.

.such recommendations between 
Dec. 30 and Jan. 31, It was learned.

Many of the fires were early morn- 
ing blazes and they were generally 
kindled in back hallways, In cellars or 
under front porches. 

Gardner's acts at setting fires were 
particularly aimed, it .seemed, to put 
apartment dwellers in a frenzy. 

The sentence wa.s imposed by Judge 
Raoul Beaudreu of Marlboro. 

Gardner's home was at 3 West 
Street and police claimed that he 
confessed to dodging into some of the 
places that he fired as he was about: 
to go to his home to go to bed. Mast 
of the Arcs were close to the West; 
Street address, and when the blazes- 
were discovered, it was felt by police 
that Gardner, from a vantage point 
in his home, would watch the appa-

Dr. Washburn Surprised 
At Criticism by Gov- 
I ernor Curley 

BOUGHT FOR POOR 
AT LONG ISLAND 



Dr. Frederic A. Washburn, city of 
Boston institutions commissioner, 
expressed surprise last night that 
Gov. Curley should criticize his pur- 
chase of 85 beds for use by Indigent 
persons living in the "Institution" 
section of Long Islar.J. 

In a letter to E. Mark Sullivan, 
chairman of the Boston finance com- 
mission, the Governor previously 
had termed the purchase "repre- 
hensible" and aslced that an Investi- 
gation be made into "the entire 
transaction." 

While agreeing with the Governor 
that the beds, purchased from the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, 
were "second hand," Dr. Washburn 
said that actually they had been in 
use In that hospital "for a hundred 
years and more" and that they might 
last another hundred years. 

"Certainly they'll last long after 
you and I are dead," he told a re- 
porter. 

"The"'" resll" »Ytra/irdlnarv 
beds," he" said. "They were made 
over a hundred years ago and are 
just as good today as they ever 
were. They are blacksmith-forged 
wrought Iron beds made in a single 
piece. You could drop them out a 
window and not hurt them any. 

"The Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital used them from the time they 
were made until recent years, when 
they were able to replace them with 
the modern type of hospital bed, I 
which has a crank arrangement en- 
abling it to be elevated at one end I 
or the other. The hundred-year-old 
beds were replaced piecemeal as gifts 
to the hospital made possible the 
purchase of the modern type beds." ' 
On the question raised by the 
Governor of the suitability of the 
beds for the city poor. Dr. Washburn 
pointed out that the Massachusetts 
General Hospital is still using 150 of 
the 100-year-old beds in Its wards. 

Gov. Curley, in his letter to Chair- 
man Sullivan, said, "The departure 
from the established custom of buy- 
ing new materials and the purchas- 
ing In this ca.se of second-hand ma- 
terials that evidently had been con- 
demned, I presume, on the theory

Mr. Curley at the same time con- 
demned the procedure of buying 
some of the beds for $4 each and the 
rest for 25 cents each. 

"The rt J reprehensible feature," 
he wrote In his letter to Sullivan,

als that should have been scrr.pped 
upon the Institutions of the city of 
Boston lies in the f ict that a charge 
of $4 was made per bed or a total of 
$240 for the same character of bed 
that was later sold for 25 cents to the 
institution." . . ,, „, „v. 

Queried on this point. Dr. Wash- 
I burn said that he bought 60 of the 
beds over a year ago at $4 each, and 
the remaining 25 two months ago at 
25 cents each. 

He explained that a year ago the 
"Institution" at Long Island stood 
in acute need of beds and that hav- 
ing been at one time director of the 
Massachusetts General, he knew of , 
the 100-year-old beds being replaced^ 
and arranged to buy 60 of them at 

"In that Instance, In October of 
last year," he said "I necde^l ^^^ 
beds and they set the price. Then 
two months ago the hospital people 
approached me and said they needed 
the space where some more of these 
beds were being stored in the hos- 
pital, and they asked me what I 
would pay for them. 1 offered to take 
25 at 25 cents each and they ac- 
cepted my offer. 

"It was an altogether different 
situation from the first case, where 
I was in the market for beds and 
they were in a position to set a price. 
At either price, whether $4 or 25 
cents, the beds were a darned good 
bargain for the city. New beds would 
cost the city $15 apiece.'' 

Chairman Sullivan said last night 
that the investigation requested by 
Gov Curley would begin at once.

DOZEN HOT SKIRMISHES 



Mr. JieanJoii, a Boston College grad- 
uate and a former superintendent of 
schools of East Brldgewat^r, Is favored 
by Governor Curley for the post now 
occupied by Dr. Smith, who seeks re- 
appointment, it was claimed by the 
majority group. 

And at the executive meeting held by 
the board of directors of the teachers' 
organization behind closed doors at 
For<I Hall, a dozen skirmishes between 
the opposing factions left the minority 
faction led by Mrs. Grace I. Wood- 
bury, teacher in the Roosevelt School, 
at Melrose, and president of the Mas- 
sachij.?etts Teachers' Kederalion, scarce- 
ly on speaklnp terms with the faction 
led by John h. Davoren, president of 
the Teachers' Civic League of Massa- 
chusetts, and leader of the fight for 
Mr. Reardon. 

According tu members of the ma.ior- 
Ity group, the endorsement of the Mas- 
sachusetts Teachers' Federation was 
asked hy Governor Curley for Reardon, 
but several days prior lo the meeting 
of the executive board Mrs. Woodbury 
sent out a letter to the directors stat- 
ing that on Nov. 16 a resolution adopt- 
ed by the directors favoring the ap- 
polntn\enl of Dr. Smith had been given 
to Governor Curley and that she had 
learned that certain of the directors 
had personally communicated with the 
Governor and expressed themselves as 
opposed to Dr. Smith, In contradiction 
I of the resolution. 

Try to Adjourn 

A special meeting of the board of di- 
rectors representing the teachers in 
every county in the Stale was called 
for last night. Mr. Davoren. speaking 
for the supporters of Reardon, charged 
after the meeting that the minority 
group had tried to forestall an endor.»e- 
nient of Reardon by adjourning the 
meeting, which started at 7 o'clock last 
night, an Instant after It had been 
called to order. 

■\\'1ien the meeting was ended, after 
heated debate and considerable table 
pounding, the majority group led by 
Davoren passed out a resolution en- 
dorsing Reardon, as follows: "The presi- 
dent and secretary of the Massachusetts 
Teachers' Federation, purporting to rep- 
resent 21.000 member.*, recently en- 
dorsed the reappointment of Payson 
Smith as Commissioner of EMucatlon. 
The teachers of the Commonwealth are 
vitally interested In the appointment of 
a commissioner who will best serve the 
Interest of education. Therefore, be it 
resolved, that this bpard of directors 
record Uffelf as recommending the ap- 
pointment of Superintendent James G. 
Reardon of Adams, Mass., as the Com- 
missioner of Education." 

A statement was immediately Issued 
by the opposing group terming the vote 
tor Reardon exploitation of the Federa- 
tion, defending the endor-sement of Dr. 
Smith presente<l to Governor Curley 
Nov. 16, and calling the vote for Rear- 
don aiuv^pJng- ;^ •'«n.--h unethical meth- 
ods to endorse a person for a position 
not already vacant." 

The minority report was signed by 10 
directors, only eight of whom were 
firesent. the others indicating their sup- 
port of Dr. Smith by telegrams. The 
minority report assailing the vote for 
Mr. Reardon was: 

"The undersigned, believing that the 
Massachusetts Teachers' Federation la 
being exploited and believing that the 
vast majority of the 21,000 teachers In 
Massachusetts are against nuch ex- 
ploitation, hereby submit the following 
tacts to be designated «« a minority 
report. 

"Nov. IS, IBS."! the board of director* 
of the Ma.s.Mchusetts Teachers" Fed- 
eration in meeting assembled adopted 
a resolution which expressed com- 
mendation and appreciation of Dr. 
Payson Smith's services as commis- 
sioner of education, which resolution 
was presented to Governor Curley per- 
sonally by a committee made up of 
Mrs. Wood'oury, Martin F. O'Connor, 
Annie C. Woodard, Harry A. Boyle, 
Miss McDonald and Dwight S. Davis.

No consideration at all -was given Ijy 
the federation to Hector Bellsle, super- 
intendent of schools of Fall River, of 
whom Governor Curley said "50,000 
Frenchmen can't be wrong." The fight 
centred solely on Mr. Reardon. 

Of the M directors of the federation 
only ;i were present and one member 
turned in a blank vote. Mr. Reardon, 
who now has the backing of at least 
50 per cent of the teachers In the fed- 
eraiinn, has been superintendent of 
schools of Adams for more than a year. 
He retired from his job as superintend- 
ent of schools in East Bridgewater and 
accepted a teacher's pension from the 
pen.sion fund. He Is now, however, 
since his employment In Adams, repay- 
ing the pension money paid over from 
the fimd, according to Clayton l^ent, 
, secretary of the fund. 

Mr. Reardon la a native of Medwav. 
He was graduated from Boston College 
with the class of IKX He has degrees 
of A.B. and A.M. and has done gradu- 
ate work at Boston College, Boston 
University and Harvard University. He 
Is 36 years old and has four children. 
His wife Is the former Nita Thorndike, 
daughter of the late Judge Thorndike. 
He Is a member of the American Legion 
and a veteran of the World war. He 
has been teaching since his graduation 
from Boston College. 

Mrs. Woodbury, who led the fight 
against Mr. Reardon, Is the wife of 
Charles H. Woodbury, principal of the 
Washington School, Melrose. In her 
letter to the directors several days ago 
she said; "No organization can succeed 
when a majority of Its governing board 
appears in a vote to favor one thing 
and then goes out and does something 
out of harmony with such a vote. I 
-have, m gooo laitii, Hp«uii,t;,> tliat I 
could say that the federation favors 
the reappointment of Payson Smith. 
However, If a majority of the directors 
have given their names to the Governor 
as opposed to him or In favor of some 
other candidate, I am mistaken. The 
most that I could say would be that 
I still think a great majority of our 
21,000 members favor reappointment; 
which would be merely a persona! opin-

Commission not only to demand 
a refund, but to investigate the 
conditions surrounding the entire 
transa<tion." 
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Authorization of a "Curley 
for Senator" club was sought 
from Governor Curley yester- 
day by a delegation represent- 
ing the Worcester Curley Club, 
headed by Mrs. Catherine Sher- 
ry.

New York, Dec. 17— The board of trus- 
tees of the Berkshire Symphonic Festival, 
meeting here this afternoon, unanimously 
approved the project to bring the Bostun 
Symphony Orchestra, under Dr. Serge 
Koussevltzky, for three conce,rtR in Hanna 
Farm, Stockbridge, Mass., next AuBUSt. 

Acceptance by the trustees of the plan 
was based on the enthusiastic response 
expressed in many new memberHhIps in 
the Festival Association, to the first an- 
nouncement of the project a few weeks 
ago. The acceptance of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra, already tentative, wa» 
made formal with the receipt of a letter 
from Dr. Kousaevitzky, who will conduct 
all three concerts.

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DEFENDS CITY'S 
BED PURCHASES 

Dr. Washburn Surprised 

At Criticism by Gov- 
I ernor Curley 

BOUGHT FOR POOR 
AT LONG ISLAND 



Dr. Frederic A. Washburn, city ol 
Baston institutions commis.sioner. 
expressed surprise last night that 
Gov. Curley should criticize his pur- 
cha.se of 85 bed.s for use by indigent 
per.'vons living in the 'Inslituilon" 
section of Long Island. 

In a letter to E. Mark Sullivan, 
chairman of the Boston finance com- 
mission, t!ie Governor previously 
had termed the purchase "repre- 
hen.sible " and asked that an investi- 
gation be made into "the entire 
transaction" 

While agreeing with the Governor 
tliat the beds. purcha.sed from the 
Mas.sachu.setts General Hospital, 
were "second hand.' Dr. Wasliburn 
said that actually they had been in 
use In that hospital "for a hundred 
years and more" and that they might 
last another hundred years. 

"Certainly they'll last long after 
you and I are dead," he told a re- 
porter. 

"Tltey're really extraordinary 
beds," he said. 'They were made 
over a hundred years ago and are 
just as good today as they ever 
were. They are blacksmith-forged 
wroughl iron beds made in a .single 
piece. You could drop them out ft 
window and not hurt them any. 

"The Ma.s.sachu.sclts General Hos- 
i pita! u.sed them from the lime they 
were made until recent years, when 
they were able to replace them with 
the modern type of hospital bed. 
which has a crank arrangement en- 
abling it to be elevated at one end 
or the other. The hundred-year-old 
beds were replaced piecemeal as gtft.s 
to the hospital made pos.slble the 
purchase of the modern type beds." 
On the question raised by the 
Governor of the .suUabllity of the 
beds for the city poor, Dr. Washburn 
pointed out that the Massachusetts 
General Hospital Is still using 150 of 
the 100-year-old beds in It.s wards. 

Gov. Curlev. in his letter to Chair- • 
man Sullivan, .-uid, "The departure) 
from the established custom of buy- I 
ing new materials and t he purclias- j 
Ing in this case of .second-hand ma- 
terials that evidently had becti con- 
demned, 1 presume, on tlie theory 
that anything i.s good enough for the I 
poore.st of the poor, should not be 
counlenanwCd," 
Mr. Curley at the same time con- 



, demned the procedure of buying 
some of the beds for $4 each and the 
1 test, for 25 cent.s each. 

"The r. .1 reprehensible feature, 
he wrote in his letter to Sullivan. 
I 'outside of the iinloaning of materi- 
als that .should have been .scrrpped 
upon the in.stitutions of the city of 
I Boston lies in the fact that a charge 
of $4 was made per bed or a total of 
$240 for the same character of bed 
that was later sold for 25 cents to the 
Institution." 

Queried on this point. Dr. Wa.sh- 
burn said tliat he bought 60 of the 
beds over a vear ago at $4 each, and 
the remaining 25 two months ago at 
25 cents each. 

He explained tliat a year ago the 
"Institution" at Long Island stood 
in acute need of beds and that hav- 
ing been at one lime director of the 
Ma.ssachusetts General, he knew of 
the 100-vear-old beds being replaced, 
and arranged to buy 60 of them at 
$4 each. 

"In that in.stanre. In October of ] 
last vear." he .said. "I needed the 
beds 'and they set the price. Then 
two months ago the hospital people 
approached me and .said they needed , 
the space where some more of these 
beds were being stored in the hos- 
pital, and they asked me wliat I 
would pay for them. I offered to take 
1 25 at 25 cents each and they ac- 
! cepted mv offer. 

j "It was an altogether different 
I .situation from the f^rst ca.sc, wiiere 
j I was in the market for beds and 
they were in a iwsltion to set a price. 
At either price, whetlier $4 or 25 
cents, the beds were a darned good 
bargain for the city. New beds would 
co.st the city $15 apiece " 

Chairman Sullivan .said last night 
that the investigation requested by 
Gov. Curley would begin at once. 
"We'll .start tomorrow," he said.
